DECISIOH AND ORDER

A Motion to Intervene in the above-entitled docket was filed on
October 27, 1982 by Honolulu Television and Communications Corporation
("Oceanic"), through its attorney, Kevin Chang of the law firm of
Kobayashi, Watanabe, Sugita and Kawashima:

In support of its Motion, Oceanic alleges that: (1) it is a
permittee for the service area requested by PacSat, Incorporateq ("PacSat");
(2) all of the services proposed to be rendered by the Applicant are already
being rendered by Oceanic; and (3) any future customers of PacSat are
potential customers of Qceanic.

The Applicant, PacSat, opposes the Motion. PacSat alleges Oceanic
has no substantial interest in the outcome of PacSat's Application because
(1) Oceanic currently does not and never has rendered any of the services
proposed by PacSat to the residents of the Gentry-laipio development; and
(2) Pac§at's potential customers are merely "future" potential customers
of Oceanic.

Upon due consideration of the pleadings, and the arguments contained
therein, it is found that Oceanic, as permittee of areas which include the
Gentry-Waipio development, has sufficient interests in the proceeding that
its participation as a party will contribute to the full development of the

evidentiary record in this proceeding.



ACCORDINGLY, IT IS ORDERED that:

1. Oceanic's Motion being granted, Oceanic is a party to this
proceeding.

2. An evidentiary hearing shall be conducted pursuant to
Chapter 91, HRS (Hawaii Administrative Procedure Act) and Chapter 237
(Uniform Rules for Chapter 440G, HRS, Cable Television Systems).

3. Suggested issues, proposed schedules, information
requests and any other prehearings submissions by either or both parties
to this proceeding shall be submitted to the Hearings Officer on or before
January 14, 1983.

4. A prehearing conference will be held to: (1) establish
the issues; (2) identify probable witnesses; and (3) attend to any other
matters which will facilitate an orderly, productive, and expeditious
hearing.

It is proposed that the hearing be heid on January 24, 1983 in
the Exam-Conference Room of the Department of Commerce and Consumer Affairs,
1010 Richards Street, Honolulu, Hawaii, commencing at 9:00 A.M.
